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All Moves Start Here .. . 


Clemson College became a reality Nov. 27, 1889 when 
the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
South Carolina drew up an Act of Acceptance of the will 
of Thomas Green Clemson. Clemson gave his Fort Hill 
Estate to the State for the establishment of an agricul- 
tural and mechanical college. Mr. Clemson himself was 
a distinguished scientist of his day and served as the 
nation’s first superintendent (now secretary) of agri- 
culture. He married the daughter of John C. Calhoun, 
the noted Southern statesman. Calhoun’s home stands 
restored on the Clemson campus today and is open to 
the public free of charge. 


The college is located in the northwestern corner 
of South Carolina. 39 miles from the foothills of the 
beautiful Blue Ridge Mountains on Highways 123, 76 
and 28. The college has grown from an institution 
of 446 students when it opened its doors in 1893 to 
the present day enrollment of over 4,300 graduate 
and undergraduate students. The campus proper 
contains nearly 30,000 acres of land. 


Dr. Robert Cook Edwards, who was first appointed 
acting president in 1958 following the sudden death of 
Dr. Robert Franklin Poole, was named president in 1959. 
At the time of his appointment, Dr. Edwards was head 
of the college’s Department of Development. 


Under the post-war administrations of Drs. Poole and 
Edwards, the Clemson physical plant has grown to meet 
the rapidly rising needs of the college. 


Among buildings added in the last 13 years have been 
the Clemson House hotel, two faculty-student housing 
projects, laundry, steam plant, dormitories housing over 
2,500, ceramic engineering building, structural science 
building, chemical engineering building, the agricultural 
center, chemistry building, agricultural engineering 
building, physics building, English and mathematics 
classrooms and fully equipping the Clemson textile 
building. A girl’s dormitory will be occupied for the 
first time in September. 


A new library is expected to be the next building 
constructed on the campus. 

The college is composed of five schools—agricul- 
ture, architecture, arts and sciences, engineering, 
and industrial management and textile science. 


There are 40 curriculums of the college for under- 
graduates with graduate work toward a master’s degree 
offered in 29 fields. There are now 11 programs leading 
to a doctorate degree. 


Last summer a new program was started which leads 
to a bachelor of arts degree.

Blending New With Old ... 


The Tigers have experience coming back this year, 
but they also have facing them the toughest schedule in 
the 68 years of football. 

A year ago Coach Frank Howard was sweating over 
replacing 13 players off the first 22. This year there 
are only eight to replace but these gaps will have to be 
iilled fast because there’ll be no jalopy races to begin 
with this year. The season opens like the Indianapolis 
500. 


Clemson has traded Furman and Auburn for Vir- 
ginia and Oklahoma this season and that’s pretty 
good swapping in anybody’s league. Added to this 
Pair are two Southeastern Conference powers (Geor- 
gia Tech and Georgia) and the other six Atlantic 
Coast Conference teams. This marks the first time 
since 1959 that the Tigers have encountered all seven 
ACC teams in one season. 


Although the Tigers face a tough schedule, optimism 
is running high because of one of the best spring prac- 
tices in Howard’s 24 years. This encouraging note has 
kept the football minds working overtime during the 
summer, not only looking at Oklahoma films but also 
figuring out new wrinkles in the Clemson offense. 


Howard’s two biggest tasks appear to be finding tackle 
replacements and getting more depth at center. 


Four lettermen tackles are missing from last year, in- 
cluding three of the first four. In addition to these, start- 
ing end Coleman Glaze and quarterback Joe Anderson 
are among the departed. Don Chuy and Dave Hynes 
handled the two starting tackle slots while Karl Engel 
was on alternate unit. Letterman Charle Evans is also 
gone as are alternate team center Fudge Dotherow, 
halfback Elmo Lam and end Oscar Thorsland. 


Two other vital replacements are needed for punt- 
er Eddie Werntz, and place kicker Rodney Rogers, 
who won the last two games with field goals. 


To take up some of the slack at tackle Howard moved 
guard Jack Aaron to this position in the off-season drills. 
Two other personnel changes found fullbacks George 
Sutton and Jimmy Howard going to right halfback. 


The Tigers will be two lettermen deep at all spots 
except center. Here Ted Bunton returns after being the 
first sophomore to win the best defensive award last 
season, but behind him are two untested sophomores, 
Bill Hecht and Joe Waldrep. 


Guard seems to be well fortified with four senior 
lettermen on the first two teams. All of this quartet 
have been starters at one time or another. Captain 
Tracy Childers and Billy Weaver will probably start 
with Walter Cox and Clark Gaston playing just as much 
time.

At tackle in addition to Aaron, junior Johnny Boyette 
moves up from the alternate team and the two behind 
these are expected to be Vic Aliffi (who lettered in 61) 
and Joe Balles. 


End is another satisfying position with three seniors 
and a junior—all lettermen—back. Bob Poole and 
Lou Fogle will probably get the starting nod but 
speedster Johnny Case and Dave Brown are in for 
some headlines also. 


In alternate captain Jim Parker the Tigers have a 
quarterback unlike many of the nation’s top ranked sig- 
nal callers. Parker not only can pass and run, as well as 
handle the option with anyone, but he is also a fine de- 
fensive player—something many college quarterbacks 
know little or nothing about, let alone ever playing 
defense. 


Parker now has over 1,600 yards to his credit and no 
doubt will become the 10th Clemson player in history 
to go over the 2,000-yard mark. 


Junior Jimmy Bell, another quarterback, saw a lot of 
defensive time last season and started spring drills run- 
ning the alternate unit. But in the first Saturday scrim- 
mage, suffered a broken hand and saw no more spring 
action. However, he is expected to run the team behind 
Parker. 


When Bell was laid up, sophomore Jim Ruffner 
moved in and gained some valuable experience. 
Ruffner led the Clemson Cubs to a 4-1 mark a year 
ago and is being counted on to spell Parker and Bell. 


Of the five lettermen halfbacks returning, four of 
them are on the initial two teams. Sutton, a big, strong 
runner, is expected to have will-o-the-wisp Hal Davis as 
his yardage partner. Davis was second in team rushing 
last season as a sophomore and is probably best remem- 
bered for his 98-yard kickoff return against Georgia. 


Mack Matthews and Billy Ward, a senior and a junior, 
will more than likely handle the alternate team halfback 
spots. Matthews was the third leading rusher a year 
ago and led the team in kickoff and punt returns. Ward 
saw limited duty the first part of the season but worked 
his way up to a starter in the final game. 

Besides Howard, a senior, there are three sophomores 
who could play a lot of ball for the Tigers this fall. Hugh 
Mauldin, Ellis Dantzler and Billy Efird all have better 
than average speed. All showed well in the spring con- 
test and either or all could bring surprises. 


Big and agile Pat Crain will probably be the No. 1 
fullback. He led the team in rushing last season and 
was third in scoring. He is strong enough to run up 
the middle and fast enough to canter end sweeps. 


The leading freshman runner, Bob Swift, started Sep- 
tember behind Crain and has a good chance to stay

1940 COTTON BOWL 


Charlie Timmons, sophomore fullback, served notice 
of his All-America caliber and Banks McFadden proved 
his claim to honors given him in 1939 by pacing Clem- 
son’s Royal Bengals to a 6 to 3 victory over the Boston 
College Eagles in the fourth annual Cotton Bowl game. 


Just as Timmons was a powerhouse on offense 
during the first half, McFadden proved he can do 
anything required of an All-American during the 
final half by a great defensive display. 


Charlie O’Rourke, Boston’s triple threat star, came on 
the field firing passes at the Tigers and he didn’t stop 
until the final minutes when the Clemson team took the 
ball on downs and held on to it until the final gun. 


And it was McFadden and Timmons who broke up the 
majority of these aerial heaves. 


The Tigers, noted for their deception in Southern 
football, met in the Boston team an outfit that knows 
plenty about this gridiron magic stuff. They used just 
about every trick in the book and seems that Coach 
Frank Leahy cooked up some himself, but the South 
Carolinians always managed to concoct a defense to meet 
the Eagles’ attack. 


Clemson received possession in the second quarter 
at its 43 after a quick kick. Timmons took over the 
driver's seat here and paced his Tigers down the 
field to pay dirt. 


McFadden aided the cause when he faked a quick kick 
and ran 13 yards to the Boston 30. After Timmons had 
moved the ball down McFadden passed to Wister Jack- 
son to the 20. Timmons then hit center for eight to the 
12. Next he went off guard to the two. He rammed cen- 
ter for the marker and Bryant’s try for the extra point 
was low. 


This drive came after the Eagles had broken the scor- 
ing ice with a field goal from the toe of Lukachik earlier 
in the second quarter.

1948 GATOR BOWL 


Coach Frank Howard’s Clemson Tigers dispelled all 
doubt in the minds of skeptical Sams and fulfilled their 
reputation as a smartly coached and great football team. 


They defeated the University of Missouri in the Gator 
Bowl, 24 to 23, before a paid attendance of 35,200, the 
largest crowd ever to see a sporting event in Jack- 
sonville. 


Alert to every opportunity, as they had been all 
season in winning ten consecutive games, and their 
14th straight since last year, the South Carolina 
Southern Conference champions scored two touch- 
downs for a 14-0 lead in the first quarter and were 
threatened only once with a 14-all tie at the end of 
the end of the first half. 


The smartest piece of strategy of all, however, fashion- 
ed the victory margin when Jackie Miller kicked a field 
goal from the 23-yard line in the fourth quarter for a 24- 
16 lead a sinsurance against an ensuing touchdown that 
Coach Don Faurot’s Tigers scored in lightning fashion. 


Bobby Gage, Fred Cone, Ray Mathews, Bob Martin 
and a furious line of forwards showed vicious football in 
out-playing the Missourians. The victory was all the 
more cherished because the Midwestern powerhouse with 
its vaunted split-T attack had been installed as a seven 
to 14-point favorite. 


Gage, All-Southern back who played his last colle- 
giate game in the Gator Bowl, was voted the most 
valuable player in the game. 


The big guy who made a whale of a difference was 
Cone, who hit the middle of the line with demonish de- 
light. That explosive tactic from a he-man with fury in 
his 190 pounds forced Missouri to compact its defense 
and this permitted the spright backs to-run wide and 
pass.

1951 ORANGE BOWL 


Sterling Smith, stocky guard, tackled Miami’s Frank 
€mith behind the goal line for a safety to give the un- 
beaten Clemson Tigers a 15-14 victory in the 17th annual 
Orange Bowl football game. 


A record crowd of 65,181 saw Clemson pull the 
game out of the fire with great defensive play after 
Miami had exploded for two quick touchdowns to 
go into a 14-13 lead. 


The play came after Miami had been penalized three 
times deep in their own territory. A clipping penalty 
put Miami back on the six and later a 15-yard penalty 
for unnecessary roughness set them back to the eight. 


Jim Dooley swept end to the 19 but another clipping 
penalty put the ball back to the four, where Smith, five 
feet nine and 205 pounds of muscle, smashed through to 
save the game and give Clemson an unbeaten record in 
three bowl appearances. 


Clemson rolled up 19 first downs to seven for Miami 
and had a total offense of 322 yards compared to the 212 
for the Hurricane. 


Fred Cone pushed over a Clemson touchdown in 
the second period on a drive that carried 76 yards. 
The Tigers scored again when Billy Hair flipped a 
pass to Glenn Smith on the Miami seven. Smith 
sidestepped his way to a touchdown. Charlie Rad- 
cliff had his placement blocked after making the 
first one. 


Two minutes later Miami came alive and scored two 
touchdowns in less than six minutes. Gordon Watson’s 
conversions gave the Hurricane a 14-13 lead which set 
the stage for Smith’s tackle cf ©mith. 


Cone was the workhorse of the Tigers, carrying a total 
of 31 times, gaining a net of 83 yards. Hair had 48 yards 
on 10 carries and Jackie Calvert came up with 19 yards 
on seven attempts.

They replayed the 1951 Orange Bowl game in this one 
and the Miami Hurricane settled the issue, 14-0, with 
Clemson’s Tigers, who became “outcasts” of the South- 
ern Conference for accepting a post-season bowl bid. 


The Miamians won hands down scoring touchdowns 
in the first and second periods and then turning Jim 
Dooley, defensive halfback, loose on the Tigers in the 
second half. Dooley’s four pass interceptions knocked 
Clemson in the head four times with touchdowns in 
sight. He was the difference in the two teams and Clem- 
son had no alibis. 


Dooley, rightly enough, was almost unanimous choice 
in the press box as the game’s most valuable player, an 
honor received in 1949 by Bobby Gage in Clemson’s 24-23 
victory over Missouri. 


In four appearances in bowl games—the Cotton, the 
Orange and Gator twice—the Tigers lost their first de- 
cision. As in its previous trip to Jacksonville, Clemson 
again packed the stadium luring in an official attendance 
of 37,208, about a 1,000 over the crowd of three years 
before. 


Relying on Billy Hair’s passes to All-Southern Glenn 
Smith, the Tigers had figured without Dooley. He per- 
sonally applied the whitewash. 


In piling up yardage, Clemson was inside the 20-yard 
line five times. Once it was to the 20, again to the 8, 
then the 11, to the 18 and the closest penetration was to 
the 4 late in the last quarter. 


Hair took Elmer Tremont’s opening kickoff on the 
three and streaked to the Miami 26—a 72-yard return— 
but the Tigers were able to make only six yards in four 
tries and the Hurricane took over. 


The Tigers’ last threat came after Hair returned a punt 
32 yards to the Miami 17. Hair passed to Smith for 10 
and Jim Shirley bulled to the three but Dooley slapped 
down Hair’s passes intended for Otis Kempson and 
Smith.

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1957 ORANGE BOWL 


The greatest second half comeback in the 23 years of 
the Orange Bowl saved the Clemson Tigers from humili- 
ation, but failed to save them from defeat by the stam- 
peding Colorado Buffaloes in a thrill-packed 27-21 classic. 


Trailing 20-0 at the half, the Tigers were an inspired 
team as they came from a dressing room threat by Coach 
Frank Howard to resign. Not since Georgia had led 
TCU 33-7 at halftime in the 1942 Orange Bowl had a 
team lagged like the Tigers. 


The crowd of 72,552 in the stadium, plus a nation- 
wide television audience, began to think a rout was 
in the making when the Buffs used every oppor- 
tunity for three quick touchdowns in the second 
period. 


Clemson was reeling. But the Tigers clawed back. A 
69-yard drive with Bob Spooner churning the yardage 
got them a first touchdown in the third quarter. They 
took the second half kickoff, and in all, clicked off 98 
yards, counting the 29-yard return by Joel Wells. 


Moments after the first Clemson score Wells wheeled 
away on the most spectacular run of the day, dashing 58 
yards on a reverse play which worked best of all against 
the Buffs. 


Tommy Sease recovered a Howard Cook fumble at the 
Colorado 11 early in the fourth period. The Tigs struck 
quickly to take the lead as Spooner plunged into the end 
zone from the one with 11 minutes still remaining. Char- 
lie Bussey’s third extra point made it 21-20. The At- 
lantic Coast Conference champions had come from 20 
points behind to a one-point lead. 


Following a short kickoff the Buffs went to work 
from their 47, and with John “The Beast” Bayuk 
carrying most of the load, went in to score the go 
ahead and winning touchdown with seven minutes 
remaining. A final Clemson drive was nipped by an 
interception.

LSU grabbed a fumble—caused by a wild center snap 
on a fourth down kicking attempt deep in Clemson ter- 
ritory—and made it pay off for a 7-0 Sugar Bowl victory. 


Clemson showed no respect for LSU’s number one 
ranking and fought off all LSU threats until the 
third period when the bad pass from center bounced 
off Doug Cline lined up block, instead of going back 
to punter Bill Mathis. 


LSU tackle Duane Leopard recovered on the Clemson 
11. On third down All-American halfback Billy Cannon 
tossed a 10-yard pass to end Mickey Mangham for the 
lone touchdown. Cannon then kicked the extra point. 


Coach Paul Dietzel said he called the play from the 
bench. 


Clemson thrilled the crowd of 82,000 with a superb 
line play and hard running attack which carried to the 
LSU 20 just before LSU scored in the third period. At 
this point George Usry fumbled and Charles Strange re- 
covered for LSU. 


LSU was favored to win by some two to three 
touchdowns but the big, scrappy South Carolina 
team refused to be awed by the national champions. 
By the time the game was over Clemson had man- 
aged to rub considerable luster of LSU’s honors. 


It was a hard-knocking battle all the way. Clemson’s 
fine center, Bill Thomas, tackles Lou Cordileone Jim 
Padgett, end Ray Masneri and fullback Doug Cline all 
played a great defensive game. 


Fullback Rudy Hayes was the game’s top ground gain- 
er. He picked up 55 yards on 17 smashes. George Usry 
gained 29 yards and Bobby Morgan ran for 28. 


Clemson played a terrific first half in holding the 
Bayou Bengals scoreless for only the third time 
during the season. Twice in the first half Clemson 
turned back LSU scoring threats.

Clemson’s Tigers, balked in their efforts to run the 
ball during the first three periods, came up with a dev- 
astating passing attack in the final 15 minutes to shat- 
ter Texas Christian 23-7 in the first Bluebonnet Bowl. 


Before the fatal fourth the Atlantic Coast Champions 
had completed only one pass for a modest six yards, 
and the Frogs were holding a 7-3 lead despite missing 
on two field goal tries. 


But when the storm began, lightning struck with ter- 
rifying frequency. 


First came a 68-yard pass from senior quarter- 
back Harvey White to Gary Barnes, a lanky end who 
caught the ball at midfield and, with a good lead on 
Marvin Lasater and Marshall Harris, sprinted into 
the end zone. 


This came four minutes and 28 seconds in the final 
period, and from there the Frogs deteriorated as they 
gambled in an effort to catch up. 


On the second play after the kickoff, the Tigers in- 
tercepted a Donald George pass at the TCU 27 and four 
plays later Lowndes Shingler threw a 23-yarder into the 
end zone to Tommy King for another score. 


This came at 7:28, just three minutes after the first 
Tiger touchdown. 


The last touchdown came about four minutes later and 
was set up by an 11-yard pass from Shingler to Harry 
Pavlack that carried to the two. Shingler ran twice for 
5 and 35. For his efforts the 49 members of the working 
press named him the “outstanding back” of the game. 


In winning their fourth post-season classic game 
in seven appearances since 1940 Coach Howard's 
Tigers used sophomores to do all of its scoring with 
ends King and Barnes catching TD passes, fullback 
Ron Scrudato bulling over from the one and guard 
Lon Armstrong picking up five points on a field 
goal and two extra point placements.

FRANK JAMES (FRANK) HOWARD 


ATHLETIC DIRECTOR AND HEAD 
FOOTBALL COACH 


The man who has seen more Clemson football games 
than anyone else has 10 dozies lined up for his Tigers 
this season—without a doubt the toughest in history. But 
that isn’t bothering Frank Howard. 


He weathered a storm after the 1947 season when a 
group of alumni wanted his scalp. The following year 
aes econ after Clemson was 10-0 in the 
. regular season and received 
an invitation to play Mis- 
souri inthe Gator Bowl, some 
wondered about the com- 
mittee’s judgment in asking 
the Tigers to play. Clemson 
sold over 21,000 tickets, got 
the Gator Bowl out of the 
red and has been welcomed 
in Jacksonville ever since. 

Two years later in Miami 
at the Orange Bowl, people 
along the Gold Coast won- 
dered what new “disease” 
was coming to play their 
darling Hurricane team. Howard and his Tigers showed 
the Miamians that Clemson was playing football while 
the South Floridians were still fighting Indians. 


Howard 


Playing the No. l-ranked LSU Tigers in the 1959 Sugar 
Bowl didn’t phase Howard, his staff or any of his play- 
ers. Although some claimed Clemson was hand picked 
by Coach Paul Dietsel, the Country Gentlemen gave the 
Bayou Tigers some of their toughest football before go- 
ing down, 7-0. And LSU didn’t get any of Clemson’s 
10,000 tickets as expected. New Orleans had never seen 
such an invasion. 


Some figured that it wasn’t wise to play in the Blue- 
bonnet Bow] after the 59 season. The bowl’s first game, 
not a big guarantee and against a big, strong TCU team. 
Clemson not only downed the Horned Frogs, 23-7, but 
earned many friends over a national TV audience. 


These incidents are just a few of the seemingly un- 
surmountable odds that have faced Frank Howard in his 
past 23 years at Clemson. He could have hardly picked 
any rougher Saturdays than all seven Atlantic Coast 
Conference teams, plus Oklahoma, Georgia and Georgia 
Tech. 


But the old barnacled Alabama guard is expected to 
face the 1963 season with as much enthusiam as any in 
the past. Of Howard’s 225 games as head coach of the 
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Tigers, not once has he felt he was already beaten be- 
fore the opening kickoff. That theory he will foster at 
10 opening whistles this season.

IPTAY begins its 30th year of operation October 1, 
1963. This organization is synonymous with Clemson 
athletics and without it the athletic program would more 
than likely be almost non existent. 


The club is the backbone of athletics at Clemson, sup- 
porting all sports—football, basketball, baseball, track, 
golf, cross country, tennis and swimming. 


Although there are several versions as to just how 
IPTAY started, a letter written by Dr. Rupert H. 
(Rube) Fike—the father of IPTAY—to Coach Jess 
Neely dated Aug. 21, 1934, seems to pretty well pin- 
point the exact date of formation. Dr. Fike said in 
his opening statement of the letter: 


“Last night we had a little meeting out at my house 
(in Atlanta) and organized the IPTAY Club.” He went 
on to say that those attending the meeting were George 
Suggs, Gene Cox, E. L. Hutchins, Bill Dukes, J. R. Pen- 
nell, George Klugh, Milton Berry, Jack Mitchell and 
Fike. 


As close as can be determined, there were 185 people 
who were members of IPTAY during that first year of 
1934-35. Fifty-five of these are now deceased, and of the 
131 others, 86 or 65.6 percent, are still members of 
IPTAY. 


Because of the vast interest in IPTAY, hundreds of 
deserving young men have received an education at 
Clemson. As best can be determined, over 1,100 have 
come under this category. After finishing their class- 
room and athletic work at Clemson, a large percent- 
age of “IPTAY graduates” have gone on to make re- 
spectable showings in the business world. 


IPTAY is no “exclusive club.” Anyone, regardless of 
alma mater or age, can become a member. The men, 
women and children who are a part of IPTAY are inter- 
ested in seeing the Clemson Tigers retain a high ranking 
in the athletic world. 


IPTAY—I Pay Ten A Year—was born for just one 
purpose—to finance athletic scholarships at Clemson. 
That is still the way IPTAY is run today. The money 
received is used solely for scholarships. 


Since IPTAY was formed, Clemson football teams 
have won 168, lost 101 and tied 12, or 61.9 per cent of 
their games. For 15 years prior to IPTAY Clemson 


won less than half of its football games—47 per cent 
to be exact. 


The team and individual championships and perfor- 
mances of Clemson athletic teams are proof that IPTAY 
is truly the life blood of the Tiger athletic program.

The Clemson Football Network is celebrating its 10th 
year of broadcasting this season, and since its inception, 
has grown to be one of the largest collegiate networks 
in the nation. 

The network, operated wholly by the athletic asso- 
ciation, is dedicated to make available to all stations, 
Clemson football games at economical rates thus giving 
Tiger fans and other interested parties an opportunity 
to hear Clemson football when it is not possible to at- 
tend the games. 

The network has been one of the most successful 
anywhere. During the 1961 season the network had 
over 500 station broadcasts, or an average of better 
than 50 stations per game—an all-time high. Feeds 
were made to stations in North Carolina, Georgia 
and South Carolina. 

The same two familiar voices will again be on the net- 
work for the 1963 season. Jimmie Coggins will handle 
the play-by-play commentary while Ed Osborne will de- 
scribe the pre-game warmup, give time out chatter and 
interview visiting scouts, sportswriters and other per- 
sonalties in the press box during halftime. 

Coggins, the dean of South Carolina sports broad- 
casters, is owner of Station WKDK in Newberry and is 
co-owner with Osborne of Station WBCU in Union and 
WAGS in Bishopville. 

Coggins broke into radio 29 years ago with WSPA 
in Spartanburg. He also worked at WAIM in An- 
derson before going to Newberry in 1949. Prior to 
joining the network in 1954 he broadcast the Clem- 
son games during the seasons of 1936-37-38-47-48-49, 
In 1950-51-52 he did the “Game of the Week” for 
Station WIS, Columbia. 

Osborne served as director of both the Clemson News 
Bureau and the sports publicity office from 1947 through 
the spring of 1950. The Clemson graduate then got into 
radio work with WMSC in Columbia as sales representa- 
tive and sports director. Since early 1953 he has been 
manager of WBCU.

Clemson opens its 68th year of football this fall under 
its 17th head coach, who with Coach Jess Neely of Rice, 
has been at one institution longer than anyone else in 
the nation. 


Frank Howard is preparing his 24th Clemson team for 
the toughest schedule any Tiger team has ever been 
called upon to play. 


Football has brought Clemson fame to the four 
corners of the earth, starting with that first team in 
1896, which won 2 and lost 1. 


Then all players wore laced leather jackets, no head- 
gear, a few nose and shin guards and padded trousers 
and all had a heavy head of hair. 


In a record of the 1897 team it was noted that the 
players wore striped jerseys and socks of orange and 
purple, hence the name “Tigers”. 


By 1899 some head gear began to appear and a year 
later John Heisman brought bigtime football to Clem- 
son with the first undefeated team. The 1906 squad was 
also undefeated, but with three ties. 


What became known as the Pendleton Escapade of 
April 1, 1908, resulted in expulsion of 306 students, 
including many football players. This thoroughly 
demoralized football at Clemson and ushered in the 
so-called “dark ages” which, except for a few minor 
resurgencies, was to last for nearly two decades. 


A step toward football as known today came in 1916 
when Clemson players wore numbers on their jerseys 
for the first time. 


EK. A. “Jiggs” Donahue brought the Tigers through the 
World War I era with E. J. “Doc” Stewart taking over 
for two years and Bud Saunders taking the next three 
and a fraction. Records list three head coaches during 
the 1926 season. 


Then came four highly respectable teams of Josh 
Cody before Jess Neely and Frank Howard arrived 
on the scene—Neely as head coach and Howard as 
his line coach. 


It was during Neely’s nine years that IPTAY was 
born, the organization which is credited with bringing 
Clemson out of its last real athletic tailspin. 


Neely brought Clemson its first bowl team. Howard 
has produced six more for the records. The Tigers are 
respected anywhere they play. Players are recognized 
for their efforts with many post season honors. The pres- 
ent and future schedules reveal outstanding opponents. 


No other team in the Atlantic Coast Conference has 
played in more bowls than Clemson. The Tiger’s roar is 
known in all football circles.

Clemson’s three photographers are on top of every 
game recording graphic pictures of the Tigers in action. 

Under the leadership of chief photographer Jim Burns, 
assisted by Charles Haralson and Billy Cromer, history 
is put on film for present and future reference. 

Burns and Haralson make game movies, running two 
cameras (one for coaches and one for TV) off the same 
tripod while Cromer is shooting action shots for dis- 
tribution to the working press. 

The Clemson press box was the first in the Atlantic 
Coast Conference and one of the first in the nation to 
install a Fotorite, a rapid print process machine. This 
enables pictures of the game to be printed within min- 
utes after being taken. 

Any newspaper or TV station desiring to receive this 
service can do so simply by requesting it. At the end of 
the game a set of game action pictures (usually six to 
eight) is given to the individual sports editor for use in 
either the Sunday or Monday edition. 

Last season a total of 356 pictures for the five home 
games were printed. The largest number of requests for 
any one game last year was 14 sets of pictures. This 
popular service will again be offered this year.
